and sweeping but the water got too 
much. for him.-Kinally he went into 
fhe control room and told the officers 
he needed #2 mop.

HISTORY IS TAUGHT 
BY MUMMY FAMILY 


Scientists Study Remains of 
Ancient Egyptians. 


Detroit —A family vt Egyptian mum- 
mies 3,000 years dead are teaching 
history to a little group of studious 
Detroiters 

They ure telling curious and amaz: 
ing things about themselves and others 
of their kind, who walked the earth 
ten centuries before the beginning of 
the Christian era, relating strange 
facts, revealing long sought mysteries, 
bringing to life again a splendid civili- 
zation that vanished generations ago 

Dr. S. Edward Sanderson, Detroit 
physician, and Benjamin March, cura- 
tor of Asiatic arts in the Detroit Mu 
seum of Art, have joined forces in 
the study of the mummies. Doctor 
Sanderson las called upon the X-ray 


knowledge of these silent spokesmen 
of the past and March brings a com- 
plete and thorough knowledge of the 
artistic side of ancient Egypt, to aid 
in the undertaking. 

Possibilities Endiess. 

This is an exceedingly novel and 
original experiment aud both men in- 
sist thut they have accomplished very 
little in spite of their tntensive stud- 
ies. Both believe, however, that the 
possibilities of the venfure are end- 
less, and express the hope that some- 
thing of great value may some day 
come out of the undertaking. 

“If we are to know and understand 
the men and women of the present, 
we must know something of thuse who 
lived in the past,” Doctor Sanderson 
Says. “If we took away ail the knowi- 
edge we have acquired from our study 
of dead races and vanished peoples 
we would be very ignorant indeed. 

“Egyptian mummies are especially 
Interesting to study because Egypt 
was the great melting pot 3,000 years 
ago. We can prove this racially. The 
old Egyptian was a masterful man,

fectly preserved that it is still possible 


stomachs of the children and ta tell 
something of their diet. We find. 
grains, an old form of millet and deli- 
eate bits of young mice.” 
Two passive bodies lie still and quiet 
upon the dissecting tables in the art 
Museum hut even in their siience and 
immobility they give up many secréts 
in response to the proddings of skilled 
Scientific fingers, the searching eye of 
powerful X-ray machines. 
Brain Tissues Removed. 
March describes the procedure of an | 
Egyptian burial. The embalming of | 
the body so perfectly that today, after ‘ 
the lapse of centuries; the hones, the 
muscles and .sometimes the skin are 
to be seen. The vital organs were re- 
moved and placed in four canopie 
jars, each gcarded by its particular god 
and so placed that it would be easy 
for the whole body to reassemble 
itself when the time came to enter 
into a new life. 
The X-ray has accomplished one 
thing of definite value. It has demon- 
strated the method by which the brain 
tissues were removed from the head 
without breaking the skull. Tiny’ bor- 
ings through the nostrils are now be- 
lieved to have freed the train sub- 
stanees which were placed in their 
designated canopic jars. 
It has long been assumed by many 
scientists that this was the method, 
byt it needed the X-ray to reveal it in 
undisputed actuality. The X-ray plates 
which demonstrate this method will be 
loaned to the University of ee 
for class room study.

10,030,000 florins, at Amsterdam.

Mattos of Amsterdam; Chase, Securi- 
ties corporation and Speyer & Com- 
pany of New York; Dresden bank and 
Darmstadter and " National ‘bank of 
Berlin, and AHambras bank, London. .

"Lost Chord” Dear to 


Heart of Composer 

Arthur Sullivan sketched out the 
¢omplete setting of “The Lost Chord” 
While he sat by the deathbed of hig 
brother, Frederic. It wag his last com- 


position for many nionths. The song, 


when published, swept the world, ang 
the Inevitable penalty of popularity 
fellowed—it was parodied, to Sulll- 
van's disgust. He wrote te the par- 
odist: iis? 

“¥ wrote “Fhe Lost Chord’ tn sor- 
row at my brother Fred's death, 
Deu't burlesque {t.” i 

Sullivan gave one of his manusertpt 
copies of “The Lest Chord’—those 
‘fcribbled nofes that had ¢ome from 
the depth of his suffering—to his life- 
tong ¢rtend, Mrs. Ronalds, a famous 
American hostess living in London. 
She was a very gifted amateur singer 
and Sullivan openly said that she 
algne brought tears to his eyes with 
his own notes. Mrs. Ronalds’ ren- 
dition of “The Lost Chord” was fa- 
‘mous, King Edward—then prince of 
Wuales—opee remarked that he would 
rravel the length ef his future king- 
dom to hear Mrs. Ronalds sing “The 
Lost Chord.” 

When she passed on the manuscript 
was, by her instructions, buried with 
ber.—Kansag City Stary.

His shrewdness | 
anu thrift were bis outstanding char- | 
acteristics and he was responsible for 
much of the progress made by China 
during his life. He has often been 
called the “buffer” between China and 
the rest of the world. | 


Women in Government ‘ 

Since the beginning of civilization, 
the right to vote, which is the right 
to have a decisive voice in the affairs 
of government, has been coveted and 
fought for. When obtained, tt has 
been cherished by its possessors; 
hedged around with restrictions and 
qualifications; and.extended to others 
only with reluctance. During the 
early period of our own government 
{t was not every free man who was 
entitled to vote. Our present policy 
of universal suffrage is the growth of 
the years, and the récognition of 
woman's rights was particularly slow. 

My personal stand on the question 
Was at all times firmly and openly fn 
favor of permitting women to vote 
kt is known and recognized that my 
active aid and support were instru- 


Mental to no. small degree in procur. 


ing the action of the Senate on June 
4, 1919, by which the 19th Amendment 
to the Constitutjon was proposed tc 
the legislatures of the several states, 


and woman’s right tg the ballot be 
came effeetive August 26, 1920. 


The mere right to vote, not exer 


cised, is useless. As a miatter of duty. 


Women as wéll as men should exercise 


that right. There are in the United 
States today between twenty-six and 


twenty-seven milliog women over the 
age of twenty-one, entitled to vote | 
As the yearq pass, these women are 
becomiag increasingly alive to thei: 
opportunity to take a large and impor 
tapt part in the management and con 
trol of the country’s affairs; to én 
force recognition, change and im 
provement: im ‘thelr qwg particule: 
problems and. those which most inter 
est them; and te become a distinct 
power in deciding aM questions of 
vital concern to every eitizen regard 
less of sex,
